AMERICA AND JAPAN, 
Commenting on the forthcoming tour of the 
American fleet through the waters of the world, 
the “New York Herald” says:— President 
Roosevelt has by no means given final sanction 
to the plan of sending the battleship fleet to 
the Pacific via the Straits of Magellan.

The Presi- 
dent is very much impressed with the idea’ of 
sending these battleships clear around the 
world. It is expected that when the entire 
fleet is ready to move it will consist of twenty 
ships.

Under such circumstances there can be no 
doubt as to the success of our Company, which 
will bring Europe into more rapid communica- 
tion with such a rich and a prosperous country 
as Egypt. | 

People who are not acquainted with the 
real situation of Egypt .may, perhaps, be 
astonished at hearing me allude to the prosper- 
ity of Egypt at the very moment when she is 
passing though a financial crisis, but, I think, 
the trué*nafore of the crisis is imperfectly 
understood in Europe, and as I have been 
asked to give my views on the subject, I will 
do it in a few words. In my opinion, it is solely 
due to the reckless speculation on the shares 
of the too numerous companies, which have 
been promoted lately and launched with dis- 
regard of common prudence and without 
adequate necessity, and also to speculation on 
the building land in the towns, the prices of 
which have been forced up to exaggerated values. 
A reaction was inevitable and took place, as 
might have been expected, suddenly. 

But it would be a mistake to think that 
the crisis affects the whole country, and, I am 
glad to say, it has not, in any way, affected 
the chief source of the wealth of Egypt, which 
consists of the cultivable land, whose marvel- 
lous fertility is displayed in the production of 
all crops and especially of cotton. You find the 
best illustration of this in the fact that the 
prices of cultivable land are not only maintain- 
ed, but have attained higher values than they 


adjoining room. The stéeff of the hotel have 
been .sammoned to the Spanish consulate to 
confront this man.

province of Minia. 


Pediars at Khartoum. 

. Residents in the eastern part of Khartoum 
complain of the presence ot women pee in 
that quarter, who have installed themselves 
om street corners, and have made themselves 
something of a nuisance to decent people. The 
attention of the local authorities has been 
called to this matter. It is suggested that small 
shops or wooden stands might be built there 
and let. to responsible persons who will sell 
such articles as there seems to be a demand 
for, and who will see to it that no canse for 
similar complaints is furnished. 

Cotton at Cabbary. 

The Egyptian State Railways Administra- 
tion witha view to facilitating the goods work 
at Gabbary station and in order to provide 
more accomodation for unloading all the 
inward goods during the cotton season, has 
decided, after consultation with the Alex- 
andria Produce Association, that during the 
four months, October Ist to January 31st each 
year, the withdrawal of cottan bales Gabbary on 
Sundays will be obligatory, thus making 
Sunday an ordinary day, on which demurrage 
will be collected in cases of delay. 


Bubonic Plague. 

Yesterday’s plagne bulletin reports 3 admis- 
sions to hospital at. Alexandria, one of whom 
is a Greek sponge. merchant of the Menshieh 
kism, and the remaining two natives, one 
from Gabbary and the ‘other from Mafrouza 
Minet el Bassal). Two Europeans died in 
hospital, of whom one was Mme. Agulhon, 
widow of the late proprietor of the Hotel de 
la Poste, who, it will be remembered, also died 
from the plague. One new admission to 
hospital is reported from Port Said, and one 
recovery at Damanhonr. 


Cairo Fires. 

The fire which broke out at midday on 
‘Tuesday last, in Sharia Mohamed Ali near 
Darb el Nahabli, was extinguished shortly 
before 4 o’clock owing to the prompt attendance 
of four fire engines. Fortunately no lives were 
lost, but several families are now homeless and 
are dependant upon the kindness and charity 
of their neighbours. Over L.E. 4,000 of damage 
was done to property, which was not covered 
by insurance. The conflagration is believed to 
have originated in a carpenter's shop, owing to 
the overturning of a spirit lamp at, which 
he was heating some glue. The big out- 
break in the Sharia Mohamed Aly on Tues- 
day quite eclipsed the three other smaller 
outbreaks, the larger of which was that in 
Khalifa Khatatbah (Citadel Quarter). Four 
rooms of the ground floor in a ‘native house 
canght fire in the quarter mentioned owing to 
fire being communicated from a confectioner’s 
oven. On the arrival. of the brigade, _immedi- 
ately after the call, the fire had a. ready obtained 
a good hold, but owing to active efforts the 
flames were suppressed and all danger averted 
within three quarters of an hour.

Remarks have been made in a paper, which it 
is needless to name, in regard to the Anglo- 


Egyptian Bank. It has’ been definitely asserted 
that the Anglo-Egyptian Bank is not involved 


to the extent of more than L.E, 20,000, and 
the reflections made in this connection prove 


to be unfounded. 
It is regrettable to notice that owing to the 
present crisis a very large number of employés 


have been dismissed from their employment, 
and in many cases without any consideration 
for having iost their positions without notice.” 


In addition to this there has been a large 
influx of seekers after employment in © this 


country, and the result is that the labour 
market is now overcharged, and, as remarked 


by one of our contemporaries, there is more 


possibility of astrike of the unemployed than 


of a financial crisis. At the same time it is 
worthy of note that in certain quarters there 
isa pretty firm opinion that the failures al- 


‘| ready recorded will very possibly be followed 


by others, and it seems evident that the desire 
should be distinctly manifested to re-establish 
the system of three months drafts in connec- 


tion with commercial houses in their dealing 


with England. It is to be hoped that the 
British Banks will in their turn come to the 


aid of the Egyptian banks in such a manner as 


to prevent the complete dislocation of Egyptian 
relations with England, which 
would be extremely detrimental to the present 


and future interest of the country.

‘THE DENSHAWI PRISONERS, 


Mr. W. Redmond asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday week how many of the 
Denishwai prisoners had been released. 

Sir E. Grey (Foreign Secretary): The sen- 
tences of imprisonment originally passed on 
two of. the prisoners have now.expired. I under- 
stand that a petition to the Khedive praying 
for the release of the prisoners is being cir- 
culated for signature in Egypt by the Nation- 
alist paper “El Lewa.” I have no other in- 
formation on the subject. 

Mr. Redmond : Does not the right hon gentle- 
man think that the time has come when these 
sentences miglit be revised ? 

Sir E. Grey: I cannot give any further ans- 
wer at the present moment. 

Mr. Redmond: Then, on the proposed vote 
to Lord Cromer I will call attention to their 
continued imprisonment. 

Mr. J. M. Robertson (L—Tyneside): Is it 
not a fact that an important petition has been 
presented to the Khedive recently with regard 
to the release of the prisoners ? 

Sir E. Grey: I presume that is the petition 
to which I referred. My information was that 
the paper “El Lewa” was getting up a petition. 


THE GRANT TO LORD CROMER. 


Mr. W. Redmond asked the Prime Minis- 
ter on Thursday if there was any prece- 
dent for the proposal to give a public grant 
of money to a civil servant who was already 
entitled to a pension; and whether, in the 
event of such a proposal being made-in re- 
ference to Lord Cromer, ample notice would 
be given before any resolution was made in 
the House. 

Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman: Yes, there 
have been cases varying in amount. accord- 
ing to the circumstances. With. regard to 
the second part of the question, ample no- 
tice in such an event will, no doubt, be 
given. 

Mr. Redmond: Will the right _ hon. gen- 
tleman bear in mind that the opposition to 
a vote ot this kind will not be confined to 
hon. members on this side of the House ? 

Sir H..Campbell-Bannerman: We do not 
know what opposition there may be until 
the time comes. 

Mr. Redmond: Can the right hon, gen- 

tleman refer me to the precedents which he 
says there are? 
. Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman: I. can give 
one important precedent, which is really 
analogous in every respect. I will commn- 
nicate with the hon, member the. date and 
circumstances. 


DEFENOE OF NATIONAL PRISONERS. 


Mr. McNeill has asked Sir E. Grey whe- 
ther he is aware that members of. the . Bar 
practising before the Native Courts in. Egypt 
are compelled to defend prisoners gratuit- 
ously, and whether, upon failure to appear for 
the defence after selection by the Court, a 
fine of £50 may. be inflicted upon them. 

Sir Edward Grey has replied that he is not 
aware of the system which obtains in-regard 
to the point; but he does not see that he 
can advantageously interfere in a matter 
which concerns the Egyptian Government. 


ALEXANDRIA’S NEW THEATRE. 


YESTERDAY’S INAUGURATION. 

The inaug»ration of the New Alhambra 
theatre, which took.place last night, was an 
immense success, and both the management 
of the theatre and the Lombardo troupe, 
to whom the inauguration was entrusted, 
must be greatly pleased with the evening’s 
results. We can only bestow unstinted praise 
upon’ Mr. Conegliano, who has provided 
Alexandria with a theatre constructed on 
modern lines, and equipped with all the 
accessories to which one is accustomed 
in the theatrical centres of Europe. The 
seating capacity of the theatre is 1,500, and 
every precaution has been taker for the safe 
exit of a crowded house in case of fire. Both 
sides of the theatre contain half a dozen or 
more doors, and the only criticism we would 
pass in this respect is upon the main entrance, 
the doors of which open inwards instead of 
outwards. The stage is also provided with a 
water.curtain which, should a fire occur, would 
be let down immediately and would automatic- 
ally flood the anditorinm. The theatre is also 
artistically decorated and equipped generally, 
the floor slopes so that a good view of the 
stage is obtained from every seat, and the 
boxes, which number 56 in all, are spacious 
and airy. 

For last night’s performance of the “Geisha” 
the hovse was almost filled, at least 1,200 
people being present, and the company was 
heartily applauded at every pause. We refrain 
from commenting upon the performance as, 
doubtless owing to it being a “first night” and 
a strange stage, many faults were to be found, 
and the company was obviously not at its best. 
Mr. E, Urbano, however, deserves special men- 
tion. This year, as last year, he is the 
life and soul of the company, and has 
proved himself to be a born actor. The 
play was ‘admirably staged and every thing 
went off -without a hitch, but great improve- 
ment is necessary in the limelight, “which 
sheds ‘a minimum of light 6n the stage ‘anda 
maximum of light on the upper boxes and 
roof of the theatre. Phe orchestra, urider the

MONEY AND SHARE MARKET. 


(From our FinanctaL CoRRESPONDENT), 


London, July 12 
The Money Market, ‘ 

The market had no difficulty in repaying 
the Bank of England the £4,000,000 recently 
borrowed in the shape of loans, and the supply 
of lognable capital has continued plentiful 
throughout 'the week. There was some harden- 
ing of the discount market on Wednesday, in 
consequence of the announcement that a certain 
small banking firm was in difficulties, and two 
months’ drafts were quoted 8} to 38 per cent. 
Yesterday the tone was easier, but the higher 
rates ruling the previous day, were maintained. 
Three months’ bills fetched 3§, although a 
small amount of business was done at 3, 9/16. 
There was only a moderate demand for money, 
and day accomodation was obtained at 2 to 24 
per cent. the quotation for a week being 2} 
per cent. : : 

The return this week shows a further streng- 
thening of the Bank’s position, the reserve 
having risen £732,000 to £24,413,429, The 
imports from abroad amounted to £736,000, 
and the movement of £384,000 in coin 
into circulation was balanced by the reflux 
of £380,000 in notes. On the: week the 
proportion of reserve to liabilities shows 
arise of 53 percent. to 43$ per cent. In 
the corresponding week last year the reserve 
stood at £25,413,429, and the proportion at 
48.45 per cent. 

The arrivals of bar gold from the Cape and 
India amounted to about half-a-million, of 
which the Bank of England secured the greater 
part. The quotation for bar gold is now 77/93. 


Sliver. 
The silver market is steady and quiet. The 
quotation shows nochange at 31 1/16. 


The Stock Markets. 

The account concluded this week shows a 
much improved condition of things on the 
Stock Exchange. 'True, the amount of business 
transacted has been by no means heavy, bat 
it is conclusively shown that there has been an 
appreciable amount of investment buying. 
which has had the effect of raising the level 
of prices ot the best class of securities. The 
most important feature of the account has, 
however, been the elimitation of some of the 
disturbing elements which have caused so 
much trouble during the past few weeks. 
Among these the most important has been 
the Egyptian trouble, and the account will be 
memorable in that it has seen the turning 
point in ‘that crisis. The settlement of the 
difficulties of the Cassa di Sconto e di Ris- 
parmio has been productive of a feeling of 
greater confidence in all sections of the 
“house,” and with the commencement cf a 
new account it is confidently anticipated that 
the improvement in both Egyptian and general 
securities will make considerable progress. 

The unrest in our Indian dependency is still 
causing some anxiety, but there is good reason 
to anticipate that the firm attitude taken up 
by the British Government will have the effect 
of repressing the agitation before very long. 
With regard to the dispute between America 
and Japan, this gives little cause for anxiety, 
as the Governments of both countries are too 
wide-awake to be influenced by the scare- 
mongers. 

This week members of the Stock Exchange 
have been largely occupied with the details 
connected with the settlement, and business 
has been quiet. The tone has been quite 
cheerful, however, and prices are in many 
cases higher. (ilt-edged stocks continue 
heavy, but this appears to be due in the 
main to the number of new issues now being 
brought forward. 


Consols. / 

A feature of the giltedged market has 
been the weakness of the Indian __ issues, 
which have been affected by the statement of 
Mr. Morley regarding the disturbed state of 
the Punjab, and the impending issue of nearly 
two millions of East India Railway Three- 
and-a-Half per Cent. stock at 95, bearing a 
guaranteeofthe Indian Government. Yesterday 
India 'Threes dropped § to 853, and_ several 
other stocks gave way 4. Consols lost 4 to 
84}. To-day Consols have been firmer and 
show advances of $ for cash and 1/16 for the 
account, to 84 3/16 and 84}. Indian stocks have 
again been weak. 


Foreign Bonds. 

The irresponsible reports published with 
regard to the alleged friction between America 
and Japan affected Japanese issues in the 
early part of the week, and caused them to be 
sold rather heavily. There was less nervous- 
ness yesterday, however, and the Fives 
recovered } ot the previous loss, closing at 
1013. 

There has been no change in Japanese to-day. 

It is stated that the Russian Government 
have completed arrangements for another 
large loan, which, it is understood, will be 
issued on the Continent at an early date. 
This announcement has had no effect upon 
the bonds, which have been firm. Yesterday 
the Fives advanced $ to 83, and the Fours 
4 to-74. They close to-night without further 
change. 


Home Ralls, 

The action of the directors of the Under- 
ground lines in increasing their fares has in 
several cases been attended with very sa- 
tisfactory results, the Metropolitan tor inst- 
ance reporting an increase in traffics for the 
past week of £1,000.

THE NEW SCHEME.

Egyptians, 

The market for Egyptian shares has been 
quiet this week, but the tone has been very 
satisfactory, prices having for the most part 
maintained the higher levels recently touched. 

The feature of interest has, of course, been 
the publication of the Egyptian Estates, which 
was issued yesterday. After placing £15,000 
to credit of special reserve for dividends, a 
net credit balance of £94,500, or £27,300 
more than the previous year, is shown, in 
addition to 5,400 brought forward. The in- 
terim dividend of 5 per cent. actual involved 
a distribution of £23,300, and the balance of 
£76,600 is carried to the current account. 
The £63,700 received as premium on the 
balance of share capital issued has been added 
to reserve, less £2,800 expended on the issue 
of further Debenture and share warrants, so 
that in two years the reserve has been in- 
creased to £163,000, which is very satisfactory. 

On the publication of the report prices 
showed scarcely iy alteration, the general 
impression being that the showing is good, 
and that the policy of not declaring a dividend 
in the present circumstances is a sound one. 
Consequently it is not anticipated that prices 
will go any lower. Egyptian Estates are quoted 
to-night 1 11/16—138/16, and the Deferred 3-5. 

National Bankhave been steady at19 3-20but 
close19 },and Agricultural Bank at 7 3-4. Delta 
Light Railway Preference are very firm, and are 
being picked up by investors. They certainly 
seem cheap at their present price of 9}-? cum 
dividend. Delta Land and Investment are 
down again to 1 8—§ x. d. but United Egypt- 
ian Lands, after being offered at 13/32, close 
buyers at 7/16.

Mining. 


The Transvaal gold output for June shows a 
decrease of 16,918 ounces, but this is explained 
by the shorter duration of the month. The 
effect upon the market of this announcement 
was therefore nil. The statistics published 
showing a reduotion of the labour supply has 
had a somewhat unfavourable effect, but the 
real trouble seems to be lack of support from 
investors. Yesterday Diamond shares were 
offered, and Premier Deferred closed at a loss 
of 7/16 at 9, 3/16, and Vaal River dropped 
3/16 to 2, 1/16. 

To-day Kaffirs have been irregular. De Beers 
Def. have shed } to 238. 

In the Egyptian mining section, Nile Valley, 
after being flat at 1s.

The question of the new Pension Law is 
still under study, and no definite decision has 
been arrived at as the actuarial investigation 
is still proceeding. The compilation of the 
numerous data necessary for a satisfactory 
conclusion is a highly complex matter, and_ it 
may be some time yet before the Government 
isin a position to deal in a liberal spirit with 
the provisions of a new Pension Law. 

Lord Cromer’s remarks on this subject in 
his last Report deserve reproduction. His 
Lordship said :— 

The arrangements under which pensions are 
granted to officials retiring from the Egyptian 
Government service, and to their heirs in case 
of death, are of a somewhat complicated nature. 
They have been repeatedly modified owing to 
financial and other considerations; but on each 
oceasion that a change has been made, the 
rights secured to existing officials under pre- 
vious arrangements have been left intact, with 
the result that at the present moment different 
individuals in the Government service enjoy 
widely differing privileges in respect to pension. 
A civil servant may derive his rights from the 
Pension Law of Said Pasha, promulgated in 
1854, from that of Ismail Pasha of 1871, or 
from that of Tewfik Pasha, the most recent of 
all, which dates from 1887. Without discussing 
in detail the respective merits of these Laws, 
it may be mentioned that the Law of Said 
Pasha was undoubtedly the most liberal of the 
three. The Law of Ismail Pasha, although on 
the whole less liberal in its provisions than 
that of Tewfik Pasha, offered certain specific 
advantages which induced many Government 
officials to elect to remain under it rather than’ 
to exercise the option which was given to 
them, at the time when the Law of Tewfik 
Pasha was introduced, of being ruled by the 
latter.Civil servants entered from 1887 onwards | ~ 
come under the Law of Tewfik Pasha, which, | 
in default of further change, will eventually, 
as the pensions under the older Laws lapse, 
govern the pensions of the entire staff of civil 
servants. . 

Experience has, however, shown that the 
Law of Tewfik Pasha, no less than its pre- 
decessors, calls for modification. Numerous 
difficulties and anomalies in its provisions have 
been brought to light during the twenty years 
of its operation, and it. is probable that 
nothing short of its complete readjustment on 
an equitable and scientific basis will suffice to 
eliminate them. Whether, at the same time 
that this readjustment is carried out, it will be 
found possible to make provision for pensions 
on a more liberal scale is a different question, 
and one which is attended by no little difficulty. 
It is connected, on the one hand, with the 
general question of the improvement of the 
position of Government officials, and, on the 
other, with the capacity of the financial 
resources of the State to meet an increased 
charge in this respect. A few figures on 
the subject will bring ont the latter point 
more clearly. The Civil and Military Pen- 
sion List for 1907 absorbs L.E. 480,000 
out of a total budgetary expenditure of 
L.E. 14,240,000. The sum of L.E. 80,000 
is retained out of salaries towards pensions. 
The difference, viz, L.E. 400,000 consti- 
tutes, therefore, the net charge. on the 
State. This amount, as already explained, 
comprises pensions granted under more liberal 
conditions than those atpresentin force, and is, 
therefore, subject to diminution as they lapse. 
It will also be diminished in course of time 
by the extinction of pensions granted to offi- 
cials of the Daira Sanieh and other defunct 
Administrations. On the other hand, it has to 
be borne in mind that a large number of 
pensions have been commuted of recent years, 
no less a sum than L.E.527,000 having been 
expended for this purpose since 1900. More- 
over, the considerable additions that have 
been made latterly to the ranks of the Go-
